No record being kept of the attendances of the President in the College, the number 
of such cannot he giTen ; but the President was in attendance on all occasions when his 
presence was requix-ed for the transaction of College business. 



Second.— The Number of Days during which the President was in Residence during the 
last Five Sessions. 

In May 1852 a lar^^e portion of Queen’s Colleue, Cork, including most of the Lecture- 
rooms, was destroyed by fire. At that time the President, in order to pi-event any inter- 
ruption to the instruction of the Students or to the general business ot the College, -lave 
up his residence to the Board of ITorks, to be converted into Lecture-rooms lor the Pro- 
fessors : and it was employed as such for college and other public purpo^s, _ until the new 
buildings were completed" and made ready for use. The President s Residence was re- 
fitted and made available for re-occupation only at the commeueemeut of the last Session, 
1866-67 Duiing the above period the President, when in Cork, occupied ronms m the 
town, and continued to do so during last Session, although using Ins apaitmeuts m the 

College for all business and official puiqioses. . , T^ v ci 

No record being kept of the private arrangements of the President, the numoer of d..y= 
of his residence in Cork cannot be given.
